Victoria, by the Grace of God, of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, Queen, Defender of the Faith, to all to whom these Presents 
shall come, 

GREETING : 

Whereas by an Act of Parliament passed in the Forty-third year of Our 
Reign, entitled “The University Education (Ireland) Act, 1879,” it was 
declared that it should be lawful for Us, in case We should be pleased so to 
do, by Charter to found a University in Ireland : 

And Whereas by Charter bearing date the Twenty-seventh day of April, 
in the Forty-third year of Our Reign, We founded a University by the name 
of a The Royal University of Ireland ” : 

And Whereas the Senate of the said University having, in pursuance of 
the powers conferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Us Statutes 
for the Government of the said University touching matters not expressly 
provided for by the said Charter, We, by Our Letter under Our Sign Manual 
bearing date the Twenty-ninth day of November, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Eighty-one, in the Forty-fifth year of Our Reign, did approve 
of the said Statutes : 

And Whereas the Senate of the said University have, in pursuance of the 
power conferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Us, in writing, 
under the Common Seal of the said University, certain alterations, hereinafter 
appearing in the said Statutes, touching matters not expressly provided for by 
the said Charter : 

Now know Ye, that in pursuance of the provisions of the said Charter, We 
do by these Presents, under Our Sign Manual, for Us, Our Heirs, and 
Successors, approve of the following alterations in the said Statutes of the 
said Royal University of Ireland, namely : — 

CHAPTER I. 

At end of Section 4 insert, as a new Sub-section, the following : 

The Diploma for Proficiency in the Treatment of Mental Diseases. 

The Diploma shall be conferred only on Graduates in Medicine of 
the University. 

Candidates must give notice in writing to the Secretaries of their 
intention to present themselves, and must pay the prescribed fee 
at least one month previous to the Examination. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Section — Of Medical Fellowships. 

Paragraph 3, omit the words “ seven years,” and in lieu thereof 
insert “ such' period, not exceeding seven years as the Senate may 
from time to time, or in each case, determine.” 
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CHAPTER VII. 

i: ' " Section or the Senate and Committ.ee. 

At end of Section, add the following paragraph : — 

The decision of the Senate as to the awarding or withholding of 
any such Exhibition, Prize, Scholarship, or Fellowship, or as to the 
eligibility of any Candidate therefor, or as to any deduction to be 
•u; ) i made therefrom, shall be final and conclusive, subject only to an 
j t. . appeal to the Visitor of the University,
